N kw Yokk, November 4th.—The counsel 
of the Brotherhood of Baseball players, 
after an all day’s session, made public 
this evening a statem ent defining their 
position toward the National League. 
Referring to their intention to em bark 
in the business for themselves next year, 
their 
explanation 
of 
the 
reasons is 
in part as follow s: 
There was a tim e 
when the name of the League stood ior 
integrity and fair dealings. 
To-day it 
stands for dollars and cents. 
Once it 
looked to the elevation of the game and an 
honest exhibition of the sport. 
To-day its 
eyes are upon the turnstile. Alen have 
come into the business with no other mo­ 
tive than to exploit it for every dollar in 
sight. The measures originally intended 
for the good of the game have been per­ 
verted into instrum ents for wrong. 
The reserve rule and the provisions of 
the National agreement gave the m an­ 
agers unlim ited power, and they have 
not hesitated to use this in the most arbi­ 
trary and mercenary ways. 
Players have 
been bought and sold and exchanged as if 
they were sheep. 
Reservation became with them another 
name for property rights. By a combination 
among themselves they are able to enforce 
the most arbitrary measures, and the player 
had to either subm it or get out of the prr- 
fession, in which hs had spent years at­ 
taining proficiency. 
The statem ent gives in detail the labors 
of the Brotherhood with the League m an­ 
agers the past two years in futile endeavors 
to remedy some of the evils, and says upon 
the final refusal this year to meet the 
Brotherhood they began organizing. 
“ We believe,” says the statem ent, “ that 
it is possible to conduct our national game 
upon lines which will not infringe upon 
individual and natural rights. 
We ask to 
be judged solely by our work, believing 
the game can be played more fairly and 
the business conducted more intelligently 
under the plan which excludes everything 
arbitrary aud un-Am erican.” 
The first annual meeting of the players 
of the National League, as the new organi­ 
zation is called, will be held W ednesday, 
and the final disposition of the clubs and 
players will be made. 
Brooklyn and Buf­ 
falo will take the places of Indianapolis 
aud W ashington, and the players of these 
clubs will be distributed between Brook­ 
lyn, Buffalo and Pittsburg.

A s R are as M od esty in a T h ea trica l A d ­ 
v a n ce A g en t. 
[From th e Boston T ranscript ] 
M oral courage is, after all, merely a rel­ 
ative quality, and there are hundreds of 
men who boast of its possession who are 
straDgelv lacking in its exhibition when 
it comes to putting their claims into prac­ 
tice. 
It is easy enough to preach about 
the necessity of making other men in far- 
off' lands live honorable and Christian 
lives, and it requires no great amount of 
courage to grieve over other men’s trans­ 
gressions; hut personal courage exem pli­ 
fied in one’s own acts is quite another m at­ 
ter. 
W here, for instance, is the man at all 
subject to the conventions of society who 
can so far indulge the natural predilections 
as to take up a wedge of pie in his fingers, 
or pour his tea or coffee into his saucer to 
cool it, or carry food to his m outh w ith his 
knife? 
H e is hard to find; and yet a 
piece of the pie never had, and never can 
have, the delicious flavor, by any other 
m anner of eating, which it possesses when 
taken in the fist and gnawed at until its 
last morsel has disappeared. 
A nd how often have we pitied the man, 
even though the man were ourself, who, 
for the sake of appearances, will dawdle 
over a cup of tea for half an hour and 
scald his tongue again and again, when, 
had he the courage, he could escape scald­ 
ing and some precious time, not to speak 
of the pleasure which is denied him of en­ 
joying the decoction! 
It may be considered bad form to eat 
with one’s knife, but it is only because cus­ 
tom has given preference to the fork. But 
consider for a moment how you have 
chased one poor morsel of food around 
your plate until you have quite lost your 
patience, and then, when nobody was look­ 
ing, how you have scooped it up with your 
knife, or m ayhap grabbed it between your 
thum b and fingers, and carried it to the 
m outh th at has so long watered for it. 
Talk of courage ’ 
W’ere you possessed 
of it, think you you would borrow money or 
get trusted for a new hat when the hat you 
have is good enough to keep your head 
warm ? 
W ould you be likely to direct the 
servant to say you are out when your fa­ 
m iliar bore calls at your residence, instead 
of going to the door like a man and telling 
him th at you didn’t want to see him, and 
would not? 
W ould you, if a woman, tell 
the salesmen at the dry goods store that 
you only inquired for a friend, when in 
truth you had been inquiring for yourself 
and only out of curiosity or to pass away 
your time ? 
M oral courage, indeed! 
I t is as rare as 
honesty among politicians, or modesty in 
a theatrical advance agent. 
But, perhaps, 
it is well that it is rare. 
If men and wo­ 
men had always the courage to act as they 
yearn to act, and especially hati they cour­ 
age to say what they would like to say, 
this world would be a hard and disagreea­ 
ble world to live in. 
Moral cowardice is 
a good thing and a beneficent, when you 
come to think of it.

A former resident of Sacramento, w cohas 
been engaged in Honolulu, H. I., for the past 
four m onths as clerk for the Secretary of 
the Interior, arrived here last evening, and 
gave the R e c o b d -U n io n quite a full ac­ 
count of the late insurrection at H onolulu 
and its results. 
He stated as follows, in 
answer to questions concerning m atters 
th e re : 
“ The prim e mover of the insurrection, 
which occurred Oa toe night of July 30th, 
was King Kalskaua. who, by offering fat 
offices to a large num ber of native malcon­ 
tents. engaged to- protect them from all 
trouble if they were able to secure to him 
a removal of the f rm -r charter, empower­ 
ing him with the old Veto A :t and a new 
Cabinet of his own appointm ent. 
In ac­ 
cordance wilh this understanding, on the 
night of July 29 h, Robert Wile x and 
Albert Loomuns, at the head of 150 na­ 
tives aud Chinese, marched from the resi­ 
dence of i’rinc-sa Ltliokiiani to the K ing’s 
palace, and at 3 o clock in the- m orning of 
July 30th took possession of the palace 
yard, four field pieces. 10 000 rounds of 
cartridges an.i fifty r.fies and bird guns. 
“A t 7 a. m. the Cabinet were notified of 
this action, aud A. F. Damon, M inister of 
the Interior, approached the W aikiki gate 
of the palace and demanded the sur­ 
render of the rebels. 
They replied by 
firing the cannon at Mu9ic Hall and the 
Government Building, when tire Honolulu 
Rifles opened tire from Music Hall aud the 
Mauka side of lire palace, and th" firing 
tlien continued unlii 5 r. u., when the 
Uuited States steamship Aduitis furnished 
10,000 rounds of cartridges and forty giant 
powder bomos to the Government. The 
Queen’s bungalow, the lust stand of the in- 
surreclim ists, teeing bombarded, a sur­ 
render was made of 135 natives and Chi­ 
nese to the 
Government. 
They were 
pieced in jail, and on the 12 h of October 
Albert Loomaus Wes cited for trial on the 
charge of treason.

Yesterday was the first of the regular 
monthly session of the Board of Super­ 
visors, and the members were all in their 
places, except Mr, Bates. Chairman Teb- 
bets was kept busy in recognizing the va­ 
rious Road Overseers of the county as they 
dropped in in response to notice given by 
the Board, calling a meeting of the Over­ 
seers, in accordance with the requirements 
of the law. There were present the follow­ 
ing Overseers: 
M. Judge, District No. 2; G. Coons, No. 
14; P. Van Marien, No. 3; Barton Daniel, 
No. 15; A. L. Warren, No. 10; Thomas J. 
Brown, No. 7; 8. Dickey, No. 18; N. D. 
Hack, No. 12; J. K. Houston, No. 20; A. B. 
Bryant, No. 16; J. H. Hamilton, No. l l i ; 
8. P. Boyd, No. 5; P. Marlett, No. 19; 
Georga Little, No. 4; A. M. Plummer, No. 
8; J. W. McDermott, No 9; T. Jenkins, No. 
14J; Silas Chance, No. 11; J. E. Butler, 
No. 6. 
J. B. Leonard, agent for the American 
Bridge and Building Company, appeared 
before the Board and announced that the 
new bridge across the Cosumnes river on 
the site of the McCabe wire bridge had been 
completed and was ready for inspection by 
the Board. 
He requested that a day be 
fixed on which the latter would visit and 
inspect the bridge. 
The Board decided to go to the bridge to­ 
morrow (Wednesday.) 
While the bridge was in course of con­ 
struction the Board employed George P. 
Dean to keep an eye on the work and see 
that the best ot material was used. Mr. 
Dean was present yesterday, and Chairman 
Tebbels asked him what he had to report 
regarding the charac'er of the work. 
Dean replied that he did not think the 
work was well done. He said there were 
defects in the swinging, to which he had 
called the builders' attention, but they re­ 
plied that it would come out all right after 
the bridge had been used a short time. 
Dean's report did not suit the Chairman 
of the Board, and he Baid, with consid­ 
erable warmth, that he did not think the 
county should pay $400 to a man to act as 
Superintendent who could not make a 
more practical report. He could get a 
man to go out there and make just as good 
a one for $20. 
After some further remarks pro and con 
the subject was dropped. 
J. H. Hamilton, Overseer of Road Dis­ 
trict No. Ill, presented bis quarterly re­ 
port, as also did John McDermott, Over­ 
seer of District No. 9. 
The remainder of the day's session was 
consumed in a general discussion on road 
matters, most of the Overseers and mem­ 
bers of ihe Board taking part. The topics 
discussed covered all the duties of Road 
Overseers, and many things were explained 
that heretofore had not been fully under­ 
stood. 
The Supervisors impressed upon the 
Overseers the necessity ot keeping their 
expenditures and liabilities for road work 
within the limits of the funds of the sev­ 
eral districts. 
The question of allowing the Overseers 
pay for their time and expense in attending 
the meeting, was, on motion of Supervisor 
Greer, referred to the District Attorney for 
his opinion. 
The rules were suspended and the de­ 
mand of Overseer McDermott, of District 
No. 9, for $96, was ordered paid. 
Supervisor Greer moved that the adver­ 
tisement announcing the date for the col­ 
lection of taxes and the date of delinquency 
be advertised one month in the county 
papers. 
M. Judge, Overseer of District No. 2, re­ 
quested that the members of the Board 
vinj and inspect the road leading to the 
American river bridge. He was instructed 
to proceed and place the road in good con­ 
dition. 
J. P. Boyd. Overseer of Road District No. 
5, requested information as to whether or 
not he should keep the streets and alleys of 
the unincorporated city of Folsom in re­ 
air, and he was informed that such was 
is duty. He said his road fund was not 
enough to pay it. 
Supervisor Greer offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted : 
Resolved, T hat th e Board of Supervisors of 
Sacram ' nto county m ost cordially invite th e 
Board of City Tiustees of Sacram ento city to 
m eet w ith th e Board of Supervisors of said 
county, at 10 a. n . on Friday, th e 8th day of 
November, at the office o f Baid Board of Super 
visors, for th e purpose of considering th e m ost 
feasible an d best m ethod of carrying th e sur­ 
face and drainage w ater of Sacram ento city, 
an d adjacent 
thereto, to adopt some plan 
w hereby said drainage and surface w ater will 
be carried through the low lands to tidew ater at 
Snodgrass Slough : and, further, th a t th e clerk 
o f th is Board be instructed to notify all th e 
persons w ho signed th e rem onstrance against 
d raining th e Low er Stockton Road so as to de­ 
liver the w ater o f said road into E lder Creek, on 
lands ow nrd by G. W. H ack, to be present on 
said 8th day of November, to consult w ith said 
Board of Supervisors an d said Board of Trustees. 
S u p e rv iso r G reer also offered th e follow - 
in g re s o lu tio n , w h ic h w as lik e w ise a d o p te d :

AN OUTCAST. 


A n U n k n o w n M an F o u n d S ick a n d I n ­ 
se n s ib le in a L u m b e r Y a rd . 
Yesterday morning a man in an appar­ 
ently dying condition was found in a lum­ 
ber yard and taken to the City Receiving 
Hospital for treatment. The City Physi­ 
cian was summoned and he gave it as his 
opinion that the man was suffering from 
the effects of strychnine, and that there 
was no hope for him. Last eveniDg when 
the doctor, for the third time, visited the 
sick man he found him better, with a 
chance of recovery. 
The unfortunate man is in such a condi­ 
tion as to be unable to give an account of

The Board of City Trustees met yester­ 
day for its regular weekly session, Mayor 
Gregory presiding and Trustees McLaughlin 
and Wolf and Clerk McKee present. 
The report of the Engineer of the Water 
Works showed that there was pumped last 
week 24,737,000 gallons of water, the Holly 
pump working 165 hours, and the Stevens 
pump 4 hours. 
The Board took up the matter of improv­ 
ing the alley between O and P, Twenty- 
filth and Twenty-sixth streets, so as to 
prevent the accumulation of water on 
property in an adjoining block. 
One of the property-owners on the alley 
was present and stated that the alley would 
be filled so as to prevent further trouble. 
Further consideration of the subject was 
then dropped. 
The report of N. A. Kidder, Harbor­ 
master, for the month of October showed 
that there had been received as harbor dues 
the sum of $135. 
Chief of Police Lee reported that during 
October there were 33i arrests m ade; lodg­ 
ers accommodated, 71; meals furnished, 
1.203; cash receipts during the month, 
$6 50; paid out, $6 90; on hand, $10 70. 
George Lichardt appeared before the 
Board and complained that he had paid his 
pro rata assessment tor street grading, 
crosswalks and culverts, while on the block 
above him (Twenty-sixth and M) the prop­ 
erty-owners had done the grading and the 
city paid for the crosswalks and culverts 
from the general fund. 
Sidewalks were ordered constructed on L, 
from Nineteenth to Twenty-fourth, and on 
M, from Seventeenth to Eighteenth and 
from Twenty-second to Twenty-fifth, both 
sides. 
Ponndmaster O'Neil reported that during 
the month of October he bad impounded 
12 horses, 14 cows and 1 goat, and taken up 
57 dogs, making a total of 84. He had 
killed 42 dogs, Í5 had been redeemed, and 
26 head of cattle had also been redeemed. 
He had received as fees $42. 
The bids for improving Fifteenth street, 
from H to L, were not opened, but deferred 
until next week, in order to give property- 
owners an opportunity to be heard on the 
matter. 
On motion of Mr. Wolf, property-own­ 
ers on the blocks between F and j, from 
Twenty-sixth to Thirty-first, were ordered 
to open the streets, in accordance with a 
previous order of the Board. 
It was stated as the determination of the 
Board to declare Twenty-seventh street 
opened through the Sutter Fort property as 
soon as the time should expire in accord­ 
ance with the order made upward of two 
months ago. Mayor Gregory stated that 
unless something was doDe toward improv­ 
ing the property the order would be en­ 
forced at the proper time, about three 
weeks hence. 
The matter of regulating the line of 
blocks on the west side of Thirteenth 
street, from N to P, was submitted to the 
Street Commissioner and City Engineer. 
[This revives the old question as to whom 
belongs the odd two feet in the row of 
blocks between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets.] 
The Board passed resolutions of inten­ 
tion to grade and gravel Twelfth street, 
from E to F, and (rom G to H ; also to 
grade and gravel H street, from Sixth to 
Seventh ; also, to grade Fourteenth street, 
from C to E, and to grade and gravel Twelfth 
street, from B to C. 
An application was received for the erec­ 
tion of an electric light at Twenty-fourth 
and Q streets. Laid over. 
The Clerk was directed to have printed a 
supplement to the Great Register for the 
coming school election. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, an 
order was passed condemning the sidewalk 
on the east side of Seventh street, from the 
alley to I street, and forty feet on I. 
It was ordered that bids be advertised for 
lighting the streets, the contracts to com­ 
mence January 1, 1890. 
It was ordered that the owner of the 
Postoffice property at Fourth and K streets 
be required to commence work within five 
days on the new sidewalk recently ordered. 
The City Engineer submitted an estimate 
of ihe cost of improving the intersection 
of Thirty-first and Y streets, amounting to 
$1.118 20, including sewer-pipe, etc. 
On application of S. C. Mott, permission 
was granted the Gilmore Concert Company 
to discharge small cannon during the con­ 
cert next Sunday. 
An informal discussion was had concern­ 
ing the matter of nuisances caused by 
dairies, and Trus'ee Wolf told of several 
cases in which children had been chased by 
cows. Next week the Board will consider 
the propriety of ordering all dairies re­ 
moved from the city. 
After allowing a number of demands the 
Board adjourned. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


The arrangements for Gilmore’s great 
concert are nearly complete. 
Local agent 
Mott yesterday secured from the City Trus­ 
tees the privilege ol u9ÍDg artillery in the 
march effects. A platform 24x40 feet has 
been erected on the south of the main hall 
against tlie wall of the machinery section. 
In front of this 2,000 seats in two sections 
are being placed. The gallery wiii be for a 
promenade, with such seats as can be placed 
next to the rail. The managers are solicit­ 
ous that attention be called to the fact 
that these entertainments are in no re­ 
spect of theatrical character, but are con­ 
certs such as Gilmore has given on Sundays 
in ail the gnat capitals of America and 
Europe. The band numbers, it is said, 
sixty-five pieces. 
Of these, twelve are 
played by 6olo artists. 
There are eight 
vocalists with the band, and the pay-roll 
aud expenses of the entire party amounts 
to $3,000 a day. Signorina De Yere re­ 
ceives $2,000 a week; Myron Whitney, 
$1,000; Campanini, $1,590; and others in 
proportion. At each concert Gilmore pre­ 
sides with the baton. He prides himself 
on these great concerts, not one of which 
in the last seventeen years has ever proved 
a failure. He takes pride, also, in the chal­ 
lenge that no musical combination has 
ever brought to the coast so many first- 
class artists, and that his present troupe is 
the largest and strongest, artistically and 
musically, that he has ever handled. At 
Denver, last week, the people furnished 
him a chorus of 250 voices, and some 15,­ 
000 people attended the concert. Three of 
the four female singers are American born; 
Clara Poole, the prima donna of the Na­ 
tional Opera Company; Blanche 8ione- 
Barton, who won her first Iriumph at the 
Worcester Musical Festivals, and Jennie 
Dickerson, a Dative of Newbergh, N. Y., 
who held, when but seventeen years of age, 
one of the first choir positions in the 
United States, aud who was Carl Rosa's 
prima donna contralto in his opera com­ 
pany. Devere wa3 born in Paris, of an 
English mother and French father. It is 
claimed for her that she has all of Gers- 
ter's fine execution aud a vcice of the same 
mellow, flute-like quality. Gilmore’s first 
visit to the coast was in 1876. when the 
First Regiment of Infantry, in San Fran­ 
cisco, turned oat and gave him the high 
compliment of a reception and escort on 
the day of his arrival. The seating plan 
for the concerts in Sacramento will be 
ready at Houghton’s book store this fore- 
Doon. The seats on the main floor are re­ 
served ami the price is $1; the balcony ad­ 
mission is 50 cents. 


On Sanday an account was published in 
these columns of the organization of the 
Froebel Society by a large number of pnblic- 
spirited young ladies, to aid in the eupport 
ot the Sacramento Free Kindergarten. 
They will devote themselves iargely to 
furnishing needy children with clothing 
and proper outfit for the school, and will 
also sustain the burden of paying for one 
teacher in the school. It is a praiseworthy 
endeavor, and shonld have hearty and gen­ 
erous support. Monday evening next, at 
the Clnnie Opera House, they will appeal 
to the public. As they do not wish to beg, 
but for all the money they collect give am pie 
equivalent, they have arranged with Mits 
Ida Bertey, now of New York, but form­ 
erly of California, to give a recital of Ten- 
nvson’a "Elaine.” Miss Benfey'a recitals 
in San Francisco won the highest praise 
from the pre^s and the commendation of 
the severest critics. The New York Mail 
and Express thus spoke of her recital of 
"Elaine:” “Miss Benfey appeared in a 
costume appropriate to the period of Ten­ 
nyson's poem, designed for her by Hamil­ 
ton Bell, who designed the costumes for 
Mr. Dale’s'Tam ing of tb Shrew.’

O n e o f M odeB to’a H a d M en E n R o u te to 
th e S ta te P riso n . 
John MaloDe, sentenced in Stanislaus 
county to two years' imprisonment in the 
Folsom Prison for burglary in the second 
degree, was lodged in the City Prison last 
evening by Deputy Sheriff McGinnis, en 
route to the prison. Malone is a confirmed 
and dangerous criminal. He has served a 
term in the Nevada penitentiary, and it is 
thoucht that he has also been in the Fol­ 
som Prison. 
When tried the last time 
there were strong charges of grand larceny 
and forgery against him. 
Pleading guilty 
to burglary enabled him to get off with a 
light sentence and the withdrawal of the 
other charges.

Brown's V alley irrigation bonds, to the 
am ount of ILIOOOO, fcas been «old to San 
Francisco bankers at ninety cents on the 
dollar for investors in 8witrcrland, who 
-sent $400,690 to California for the purchase 
o f irrigation bonds. 
Three-quarters aC 
this am o tn t was used to buy the bonds ol 
th e Turlock Irrigation District. 
Some of the Brown’s Valley land-owners 
are opposing all .proceedings on behalf of 
the district, and a num ber have withdrawn 
from the bonds e i the Directors of the dis­ 
trict, but new bondsmen will speedily be 
secured, aad the work of construction of 
diiches will be begun soon. 
T hirty thousand d o l'arro f the sum paid 
for the bonds is to be imm ediately paid 
into one of the local banks and the rem ain­ 
ing money is to be paid over as fast as 
needed. It ie believed that the sale of 
these bonds will give greet assistance to the 
project for the construction of a railroad 
from Marysville to Brown’s Valley and be­ 
yond. This irrigation district lies alm ost 
wholly in the foothills and the irrigation 
will greatly increase the value of the laDds. 
The Southern Pacific Company has re­ 
sum ed st“eiuer navigation on the Feather 
river, which was suspended during the 
tim e of low water. Boats will run all 
yyiDterand well into next sum m er season. 
W illiam H. Howard, an ex-convict well 
iknown in N orthern Californis, to-day was 
held to answ er for grand larceny, consist­ 
ing in tb eth e ft of jewelry from a house of 
Ul-fame. 
The seuth-bound Oregon expre;s train 
m et with an obstruction on the track at a 
point n e tr Lorna about six m iles north of 
M arysville in Sutter county.

The 
blow rendered him almost senseless, and 
his assailant went through his pocket, get­ 
ting $5 or $0 
He was then rolled into the 
bay, where he would have drowned had 
not the watchm an of the schooner J. D. 
Peters thrown him a rope and dragged him 
out. Officers H all ana Sm ith saw Elias, 
who was hatless and evidently druDk, and 
almost at the same tim e Malm, who was 
lying on the wharf. W hen Malm saw Elias 
he exclaimed. “ That's the man who struck 
me," and positively identified him as his 
assailant. Oil this statem ent the officers 
booked Elias. 
Elias, who is a Norwegian 
sailor, sayj he has been drinking very hard 
of late, and remembers nothing about the 
m atter. M alm’s story is hardly reliable. 
It is unlikely that in his condition he would 
know whether or not he had any money. 
Beside, his em pty purse, out of which he 
said his money had been taken, was found 
in his pocket, and it is hardly likely that 
the robber would have been careful enough 
to replace the nutse.

A R IZ O N A INDIAN'S.

T ucson (Ariz ), November 4th.—There is 
nothing later than the account of the fight 
received to-day. It has rained all day on 
the mesa and surroundiDg hills, which 
will impede the flight of the Indians. 
T hey not being able to travel through the 
m ountains, will doubtless soon be cap­ 
tured. The signal fires were plainly seen 
last night on the Pinal Moutains, which are 
not far from the Tonto Basin, the old home 
of the convicts. As these Apaches are not 
fam iliar with Southern 
Arizona, they 
probably will go north. But where those 
who fired upon Sergeant Ricketts and his 
detachm ent come from is not yet known. 
T he shooting of Middleton recalls his ex­ 
perience with the Apaches at his father’s 
house several years ago, in Tonto Basin, in 
which the older brother was killed, and a 
young man who was there visiting and a 
child were wounded by the treacherous red 
m en. 
A party 
of Indians professing 
friendship one day came to the Middleton 
ranch and encamped a short distance from 
the house, borrowing from the family cook­ 
ing utensils. About 4 o'clock in the after­ 
noon the old gentlemau with one child was 
at the side of the house, the oldest son 
standing in the front door, and the young 
m an who was visiting was between the 
house and the chicken coop in the rear 
talking to one of the young ladies, when 
the company of Indians fired on them . 
The young man at the rear of the house 
was shot dead, as was also young Middleton, 
who stood in the door. The Indian who 
shot at the old gentleman had crawled up 
very near hiru. He threw an axe at the In ­ 
dian, grabbed thechild and ran in the house. 
Young Middleton had fallen in the doorway 
so the front door could not be closed, but a 
m attress was placed in the opening and the 
door securely barricaded. The family all 
got into the house, and holes were cut iu 
each corner from which the Indians were 
watched, who remained prowling around 
until the next evening.

O a k l a n d. November 4 th —At the meet­ 
ing of the Alameda County Board of Super­ 
visors this morning, the Alameda County 
Board of H orticulture presented a long and 
instructive report on orchard pests in the 
county. In it it is reported that the cod lin 
m oth is becoming universal on apples, 
pear and quince trees. The San Jose sc?le 
affects all scale troes except black Tartarian 
cherries and but slightly tbe apricot- The 
Icaryi pur chari, or red orange scale, and 
the cottony cushion scale are not found in 
the county. The soft orange scale and 
Lecanium ote., with other varieties of ie- 
atnium , are found on lemons, oranges, 
olives and oleanders. The brown apricot 
scale has appeared ia some localities. The 
Board recommends remedies for the vari­ 
ous scales.

R a ilr o a d o n th e B r a i n . 
A queer document is said to have been 
found in the archives of the Numberg- 
Further Railway, the first railway con­ 
structed in Germany. 
It is the official 
opinion of the Bavarian High Medical 
Collegium, given in 1835, in response to a 
Government inquire concerning the prob­ 
able effect of the general introduction of 
railway travel upon the health of Bavarian 
subjects. The rapidity of the new transit 
would, according to the learned doctors, 
“ certainly cause a brain disease which 
would eventually develop into delirium 
furiosum. 
Of course, every one who wished 
to expose himself to this consequence of 
this new mode of travel might be allowed 
to do so undistur'oed by the State. Other 
persons, however, should be protected from 
the perils attendant upon the rapid loco­ 
motion. Sjiectators by the wayside were 
liable to brain fever, after merely watch­ 
ing the passing steam cars. Therefore, the 
railway and cars should be concealed from 
view by close board fences at least five 
yards high. All things considered, a still 
better way of protecting the subjects of 
the Bavarian crown would be to forbid 
altogether the construction of the rail­ 
way.”
